AN ACT to amend chapter two hundred ftfty-one and one-tenth (251.1), code, 1939, and 
to amend section five thousand thirteen and sixteen hundredths (5013.16), in said 
chapter, code, 1939; to repeal section five thousand thirteen and twenty-one hun­
dredths (5013.21), in said chapter, code, 1939, and enact a substitute therefor relat­
ing to fees for licenses for operation of motor vehicles, extending the expiration 
date of such licenses and providing for issuance of licenses without examination. 

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly 0/ the State 0/ Iowa: 

1 SECTION 1. Section five thousand thirteen and sixteen hundredths 
2 (5013.16), Code, 1939, is hereby amended by striking the words "fifty 
8 cents" in line two (2) thereof and inserting in lieu thereof the words 
4 "seventy-five cents, except that fee for an operator's license issued to 
5 expire July 5, 1943, shall be fifty cents and that fee for an operator's 
6 license issued to expire subsequent to July 5, 1946, shall be fifty cents". 
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1 SEC. 2. Section five thousand thirteen and twenty-one hundredths
